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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments and amendments of April 29, 2009 have been fully and 
carefully considered by the examiner. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has amended independent claims 18 and 37 to recite that the fuel 
reformer is constructed and arranged so that the reforming section surrounds a 
combustion chamber and a reforming additive water passage formed in a gap between 
the outer walls of the high temperature unit and medium low temperature unit and an 
inner wall of the reforming vessel. Further included is a reforming additive water 
injection port on a side opposite the side where the medium low temperature unit is 
connected to the high temperature unit. A second reforming additive water passage for 
supply reforming additive is directed connected to the high temperature unit and a 
mixing chamber communicating with the first reforming additive water passage, the 
reforming material supply passage and the second reforming additive water passage 
have been claimed. These features as now amended have not been taught or fairly 
suggested either singularly or in combination by the prior art.
